Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by U.S. Patent No. 6,550,206 to Lee. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the

invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lee. Lee 

clearly discloses a clamp unit as described in claim 1 that allows for the expansion and 

contraction of the flooring system. Lee does not disclose dimensions for the connection 

depth between the tongue and groove of the first and second clamps that allows for the 

expansion and contraction to take place. Regarding the specified dimensions, the 

dimensions claimed by the applicant appear to be a design choice developed by basic 

engineering practice and are not a critical aspect of the claimed invention. Therefore it 

would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to have a connection depth, between 

the tongue and groove of the two panels, within the range of 2-6mm.
